Duelling was always a silly way of 
settling disputes and vindicating hon¬ 
or and it is illegal in every country. 
The last duel in Canada took place in 
Perth, Ontario, a century or so ago. 
It is illegal even in France, but the 
authorities wink at it so long as it 
does not involve bloodshed.

The following from the Grande Prairie Herald applies 
equally to this town: . * 

“The merchants of Grande Prairie and other towns 
have a 'fticient money 'on tneir books’ to finance a Central 
Bank for the Dominion of Canada and still have enough 
left over to build two or three Coast Outlets for the 
Peace River country. 

“In some instances the money has been owing for a 
considerable length of time. And in the majority of these 
instances it is a considerable length of time since the in- 
li/iduil who owes the money has been in the merchant’s 
store. • Let us clearly illustrate what we mean. 

“Suppose, for instance, that we owe a grocery bill of 
$50. and a hardware bill of $20. The grocery man and 
the hardware man have each sent us a regular monthly 
statement showing the amount of our indebtedness. We 
become obsessed With the idea that we are the only per¬ 
son to whom -they have sent a statement of account and 
because we have not got sufficient money to liquidate the 
debt we make up our mind to dodge them for awhile. 

“We came down town to get some groceries and a ket¬ 
tle. Thank goodness there were other grocery stores and 
other hardware stores in the town! We have twelve dol¬ 
lars in our pocket and walk into the store of our benefac¬ 
tors’ opposition. We order the goods we wish and push out 
our chest as we pay cash for that which we buy. Jt might

It will be recalled that about a year ago, bacon hogs were 
round $2.50. This figure followed a succession of months 
of fluctuation and' variable prices, that off red little en¬ 
couragement for production.

THRIFT AND HARD WORK 


Mr. Bennett speaking in Toronto recently, discouraged 
any expectation that Canada would adopt the attempts at 
restoration which United States is initiating. To quote 
the Calgary Herald, “he believes that it is only through 
thrift Shd hard work that the people of the Dominion will 
soonest reach the stage of economic restoration earnestly 
desired by all.” 

Now thrift and hard work are cold wou^*-w-colder per¬ 
haps than Mr. Bennett actually realizes. Thev are words 
that no other of our government leaders adopts inaddress 
ing a suffering people. Mr. Stevens has put a gleam of 
hope into the hearts of masses of Canadians, by an open 
espousal of their cause and a sympathetic, snoken recog¬ 
nition of the bondage into which they , have fallen. Mr. 
Bennett has backed up Mr. Stevens by authorizing an in¬ 
vestigation into injustices practised in the commercial 
world. But hiving responded at' last to this overwhelm¬ 
ing cry of a sorely tried people, why does he “douse the 
glim” of hope by reviving his admonitions of “thrift and 
hard work.” It is possible that he feels that the people 
may fasten too great hope on the comine investigations 
of big business—that the avalanche of evidence will be 
too great and too confusing -to permit of immediate ac¬ 
tion—that the government though initiating the investi¬ 
gation will be obliged to move slowly.

He objects to attributing the 
war proclivities of mankind to his hangover from the ani¬ 
mal Kingdom. He objects to the excuse of the war apol¬ 
ogist that “man. is a fighting animal.” He objects'equally 
to the peace monomaniac who also accepts this animal 
parallel and urges mankind to move upWard from the 
brute world, and let the ape and tiger in him die. 

“Meanwhile” says Mr. Chesterton, “the poor old ape 
has seldom been known to organize anything so wicked as 
a massacre or so noble as a martyrdom. Tigers are not 
chemists and the assistance given by a Bengal tiger to 
any manufacture of poison gas must be meagre and unre¬ 
liable. It is surely obvious that the purely animal and 
biological element in humanity, does not throw any light 
on the awful tradition of arms, any more than on most 
other really vital moral problem.

Credit for the successful comple¬ 
tion of Anaconda No. 2 is given Ro¬ 
bert H. Burns, head driller, and to 
Frank Bicker, whose experience in 
drilling gas wells and whose careful 
supervision, was of great value in 
combating the heavy gas pressures 
encountered.
